d a u g h t e r of Mrs. Gunness. 
T h e o th e r 
t h r e e bodies a r e so badly decom posed 
as to m a k e identification impossible. 
T h e discovery of th e bodies was 
brought about by the a p p e a r a n c e ot 
A. K. Helgelein of Aberdeen. S. D.. 
b ro th e r of A ndrew Helgelein, in search 
of th e mis sin g man. 
With in fo rm a­ 
tion 
that 
his 
b ro th er 
A ndrew 
had 
com e to La Po rte to wed Mrs. Gun 
ness and that he had turned over his 
property to her, h e b e c a m e convinced 
that lie had been th e victim of foul 
play. 
While questionin g Jo se p h Max SOU, 
a hired hand on th e G unness farm, he 
le a rn e d of th e m y sterious digging of 
holes by him. all of th em being filled 
at a later date by Mrs. G unness. 
H e led H elgelein and th e officers to

schools

Devaney called at th e Bird 
hom e and cn being refuse«l ad m itta n c e 
fire«l on th e girl, six bullets passing 
through h e r lungs from th e back. 
Devaney calmly loaded his revolver j 
an«l scurried across t h e n o rth w e ste rn

of 
th e 
city, 
ta kin g 
refuge 
in

barn 
An 
effort 
was 
m a d e to dislodge him. 
but without 
avail. 
Shackelford stepped 
into the 
barn to o r d e r D evaney out and was

His body lies at th e

E xcitem e nt was at fever heat and 
th e str e e ts w ere s w arm in g with men. 
Devaney is thought to have been in­ 
sane.

of the missing man. 
With informa­ 
tion that his brother Andrew had 
come to La Porte to wed Mrs. Gun­ 
ness and that he had turned over his 
property to her, he became convinced 
that he had been the victim of foul 
play. 
While questioning Joseph Maxson, 
a hired hand on the Gunness farm, he 
learned of the mysterious digging of 
holes by him, all of them being filled 
at a later date by Mrs. Gunness. 
He led Helgeleln and the officers to 
the spot where the holes had been 
dug about 150 feet from the house, 
and there after digging a few minutes 
there was 
uncovered 
the body of 
Helgeiein. 
The 
remains were only 
four feet under ground and were en 
closed in a gunny sack. 
The legs and 
arms were dismembered but were with 
the trunk. 
About thirty-five feet further on the 
remains cf the four other bodies were 
found. 
Lying on top of a mattres 
were the skeletons of twm men and 
woman. 
Underneath 
the 
mattres 
was the body of an eleven-year-old 
girl, said to be Jennie Olson. 
All the 
bodies were taken in charge by the 
coroner. 
The discovery of the bodies led an 
expressman to tell of the delivery of 
five trunks to the Gunness farm dur­ 
ing the past six months.

Miss Bird was colored, and 
aged twenty-two. 
Miss Bird was well 
educated and graduated from the city 
schools three years ago with high 
honors. 
Devaney called at the Bird 
home and en being refused admittance 
fired on the girl, six bullets passing 
through her lungs from the back. 
Devaney calmly loaded his revolver 
and scurried across the northwestern 
part of the city, taking refuge in 
Shackelford’s 
barn. 
An 
effort 
was 
made to dislodge him, but without 
avail. 
Shackelford stepped into the 
barn to order Devaney out and was 
himself shot. 
His body lies at the 
entrance to the barn. 
Excitement was at fever heat and 
the streets were swarming with men. 
Devaney is thought to have been in­ 
sane.

Irst has become famous as the only 
consul on La Guayra who had back- 
Done enough not to sign the doctrine 
Jrawn up a month ago by the board 
of health, stating that “the sanitary 
condition of La Guayra is perfect.’ 
The other consuls bowed to the wish 
Df the pow-ers that rule and signed the 
certification, 
although 
there 
were 
deaths almost daily from the dread 
disease. 
Dr. Gomez Peraza has sprung into 
?reat and unexpected prominence. 
It 
was he who announced the first cases 
of bubonic plague and he reported to 
the government that several deaths 
had resulted. 
Dr. Peraza was imme­ 
diately arrested and thrown into jail 
and Dr. Rangel, baeteroligist of the 
Varguas hospital at. Caracas, w-as sent 
down to La Guayra to report. 
The 
latter, after examining the cases of 
sickness in La Guayra, reported that, 
they were not plague, but Dr. Peraza 
insisted that his diagnosis had been 
correct and that he could prove it by 
the exhumation of the bodies. 
This 
w as not done and Dr. Rangel returned 
to Caracas. 
People began to die mysteriously 


and rumors circulated as to now rCu­ 
sick persons only lived twenty-four 
hours. 
Then after nearly a month it 
became known that Dr. Rangel had 
gone to La Guayra again that Dr. 
Gomez 
Peraza 
had 
been 
suddenly 
liberated from prison and that no 
steamers were stopping at La Guayra. 
This was the beginning of the end. 
Two w-eeks later President Castro is­ 
sued his decree declaring the port iso­ 
lated by sea and by land for fifteen 
days until Dr. Rangel could again re­ 
port on the true nature of the epi­ 
demic. 
Trains on the La Guayra road 
were stopped running, a troop of sol­ 
diers went up the mountain to estab­ 
lish the sanitary cordon and the siege 
of La Guayra had begun. 
When Dr. Peraza returned to La 
Guayra from the Caracas jail he was 
met at the station by a great multi­ 
tude and was paraded about the city 
on his friends’ shoulders.

Gaines of Tennessee and Chaney 
of Indiana, supported by many other 
members, to procure an appropriation 
for an investigation looking to increas-1 
ing safety in mining and they had 
about got Chairman Tawney to the 
point where he would consent to an 
appropriation of $60,000 when Mr. Un­ 
derwood of Alabama objected and the 
proposition for the time at least was 
dropped. 
A provision in the bill for the pur 
chase of over 6,000 acres of land as an 
addition to Fort McKinley, Philippine 
Islands, based on a recommendation 
by General l^onard Wood, elicited se 
vere criticism of that officer by Mes 
srs. Fitzgerald of New York and But* I 
ler of Pennsylvania, the former con- |

Mr. Heyburn spoke on his amend­ 
ment excepting the forests of Idaho 
from those in which timber may be 
cut by the secretary of agriculture 
and exported from the state.

From n deadly serpent'* tooth enough 
poison was extracted in New York the 
other day to make serum that will sup ; 
ply for half a century to come the de­ 
mands of the world’s sufferers from In 
sanity and malignant fevers. In com­ 
bating which the venom acts as a 
blessing to mankind. 
Dr. Raymond L 
Ditmars. curator of the Bronx Zoolog 
leal park, risked his life to perform an 
operation on the most deadly snake 
known, the Brazilian laneehead viper I 
It was the second time In the history « 
of the world that 
the laneehead. a 
snake whose very name Inspires such 
terror where It Is known that few can | 
be found to hunt It, has contributed Its 
Invaluable veuotn to the cause of sci­ 
ence 
The Inst supply was obtained in 
1838 nnd has been exhaust«! 
For 
years efforts have l>een made to get a 
new yield of the poison. 
A splendid specimen of the viper was 
captured near the headwaters of the | 
Amazon by h brave party of hunters, 
and only by concealing the nature of 
their captive were they able to get 
their prey out of Brazil 
It was the 
first ever shipped out of the country 
and was finally lodged In the snake 
house at the Bronx Zoological park. 
There was no time to l»e lost, ns the 
snake seemed to have but a few days 
to live 
But the greatest obstacle In 
the way of a successful effort to obtain 
the venom wns yet to !»e overcome 
Some man with the skill required must 
!>e found who was willing In the cause 
of science and the slek to risk his life 
In handling the serpent. 
The slightest 
mistake and a scratch of the skin by 
the poison fangs meant almost certain 
death. 
Dlttnars readily volunteered to 
undertake the delicate nnd dangerous 
tnsk 
The laneehead was brought out of a 
glass case with long poles by two of 
the keepers and deposited on the floor 
of the reptile house, where a eompau.v 
of noted scientists were gathered. 
Dr 
Ditmars. with his sleeves rolled 
up 
and depending solely upon his skill and 
nerve for protection, approached the 
snake cautiously. 
With a quick move 
meut he caught it back of the head 
with his right hand. 
Before it could 
coil in an effort to wriggle Itself free 
Dr 
Ditmars 
caught 
the 
ugly 
bod? 
about halfw ay and held tin* viper ex 
tended to its four and a half feet of 
length. 
One of th«* keepers then approached 
W!:b a wide mouthed Jar «if heavy 
glass. 
Over the moutlj was stretched 
a covering Of medicated gauze. 
The 
mouth of tin* jar was brought slowly 
toward the viper’s head, and when It 
was within striking distance Dr 
Dlt 
m ars sharply squeezed the snake’s neck 
ami angered it 
At the same moment 
he thrust the head forw ard 
T he lips 
had curled back, exposing the fangs, 
and 
the snake 
bit 
viciously 
at 
the 
gauze. 
The fangs were caught, and 
two tiny drops of the precious venom 
fell Into the Jar. Three times the snake 
wns angered into striking at the gauze, 
and each time a tiny particle of the 
venom was added to the globules of 
priceless fluid quivering In the bottom 
of the jar 
His work accomplished, the snake 
was carried back to its glass case by 
Dr D itm ars and dropped safely from 
his hands 
Quit kly and carefully the gauze was 
removed from the top of the ja r and 
the 
yield 
of 
venom 
weighed 
Th« 
whole 
quantity 
was 
seventeen 
and 
three-quarter grains. 
Then a solution 
of sugar and milk in the ratio of 9b t< 
1 was poured Into the jar and briskly 
mixed until the whole bad turned into 
a soft white powder 
The Jar then 
became the reservoir of the world's 
supply of this rare serum. 
So powerful is the action of the se 
rum ’hat it Is prescribed only In tin 
minutest quantities. 
The largest por 
♦ ion commonly used contains only on« 
eu-trilllonth of a grain 
For almost a «*eutury the medical 
world has known 
the value <*f th« 
venom of the rare snake as a curativ« 
tgent in cases of insanity and epilepsy, 
uul further experiments have shown 
its value in other diseases 
The viper 
s found chiefly in Brazil 
It is of re 
tiring habits and is a member «>f the 
vlperidae family. It strikes only when 
it danger, but, unlike tin* rattlesnake 
gives no warning of its proximity 
it 
ilways strikes when tro«J upon, am! 
tiie finding of tin* «lead bodies of n a ­ 
tives is usually the only indication that 
n laneehead is in the vicinity. 
There­ 
after natives shun that section of the 
country, and no bril>e can induce th«*m 
to enter upon a hunt for the reptile. 
In 1838 a party of scientist.? visited 
! Brazil ami searched for the laneehead 
They received no ai«l from the na­ 
tives. but succeeded In killing one of 
the species and extracting the venom 
from its glands. 
The quantity then oh 
tained ha«l to supply the world. In a 
limited way. for eighty years before 
it was renewed 
Head Keeper Snyder. Keeper 'Four 
ney and Professor E C R u n y o n of tin* 
firm which brought the snake to this 
country aided In the experiment. 
The laneehead is known to science 
as the Lachesls trlgonooephalous 
It is 
so rare and so seldom se«*n that the 
nstial 
natural 
history 
does 
not 
de 
scribe it.
